The hearing of ‘an appeal “against valuations . 
placed on properties in the Shire. of Altona was com- 
;menced-in Williamstown Court yesterday. “ 4 : 


Three companies—Colonial Sugar, 
Refining Co., Colonial Sugar Refining 
Chemicals and Dow Chemicals—are ap-| 
pealing against council valuations of land 
owned by them. : 


Appearing for the companies is-Mr. R Fullagar, 
Q.C., assisted by Mr. Joske, instructed by Balle: 
Stewart & Co. 


Looking after. the interests 
of the Shire of Altona is Mr. 
MecGarvie, Q.C., assisted by 
Mr. M. Kimm, and instructed 
by Messrs. Fowler and Hick, 
Council Solicitors. 

. The main question to be 
decided is how much per acre 
land owned by the companies 


is worth, wr. McGarvie ‘told 
the Court in his opening ad- 
dress. 

He said the whole ‘ area 
where-the Jand in question is 
situated is one of rapid in- 
dustrial growth. 

The 191 acres owned by the 
Colonial Sugar Refining Co. 
is bounded by Kororoit Creek, 
Grieve Highway, Dohertys 
Road and is north of the B.P. 
Australia installations. 

This property was valued in 
September, 1964, but as is re- 
quired, consideration was 
given to the 1961 value of the 
Jand. 

‘Mr. McGarvie said compar-; 
able sales of other land in 
the area were taken into con- 
sideration.

Synthetic detergents, 
for which the main basic 
ingredients are petroleum- 
derived chemicals, are one 
of the petrochemical in- 
dustry’s most useful con- 
tributions to our modern 
way of life. 





The first petroleum-based.

ALTONA BUYS STAR 
SOCCER PLAYER

An indication of Altona Soccer Club‘s prospect 
of becoming a real force in Victorian soccer was 
given last week when Altona entered the transfer 


fee market by buying a 


player for the first time. 


The player is William Wilkie, an inside forward, who 
was imported from Scotland for Crotia Soccer Club. Wilkie 


is an Altona resident, 


The Altona Soccer Club, 
whose policy is to foster soc- 
cer locally by using local 
players, approached Crotia 
with the view to signing Wilkie 
to play for Altona. 

“The Crotia Club‘ would not 
release Wilkie from his con- 
tract uniess Altona paid a 
transfer fee. The sum asked 
was exorbitant, and the Al- 
tona committee. broke off 
negotiations. 

However, a local business- 
man came forward with an 
offer to buy the player. for 
Altona. The deal was finalised 
last week and the amount 
paid to Crotia is believed to 
be in three figures. 

Wilkie played for Altona last 
Saturday against I.C.I. and 


showed his skill in each of, 


the four goals scored. All 
four goals were scored by 
Eddy Kiismanic from a pass 
by Wilkie. 

The Altona selectors made 
two changes last week. Wil- 
liam Wilkie and Billy Coles 
were brought in. 

Out of the side were young- 
ster Joe Lipiarski and John 
TInness. The droping of In- 
ness was puzzling when it is 
considered he starred against 
Trident. As only two weeks 
ago Altona had thrashed the 
L.C.I. team, perhaps the selec- 
tors thought that this easy 
match would be a good one 
to experiment with the team. 

Many positional changes 
were also made. The final 
score was LCI. 3, Altona 4. 
The longer the match pro- 
gressed the more likely an 
ICI. victory seemed.

These implications are quite 
aside from the wisdom or 
otherwise on the actual de- 
cision: If the reporting of the 
meeting is entirely accurate 
and factual, it places the coun- 


“cil image in the eyes of the 


ratepayers in a most unsay- 
oury light. 

Until this unfortunate event 
one could at least assume that, 
on past reputation, the coun- 
cil has been most exemplary 
in all its dealings. Indeed, 
one always felt that it was

- When one recalls the frank- 


ness, efficiency and tact which

Obviously’: it-seems’ to me 
that the council should im- 


mediately allay the misgiv-- 


ings being felt among rate- 
payers concerning this un- 
fortunate happening. Possibly 
there is a simple, straight for- 
ward explanation which will 
restore the council image? 


To my mind, the council 
should immediately make pub- 
lic the details of the obvious’ 
lobbying which took place 
prior to the official meeting 
with the subdivider and state 
openly its reasons for revers- 
ing its policy on a most con- 
troversial issue.- 


The council ‘should hasten 
to rectify the unsavoury at- 
mosphere which prevails over 
this issue. 

In. relation to the subdivi- 
sion itself. I protest most 
strongly at the decision to al- 
low any large scale commer- 
cial venture to dominate such 
an estate. Great harm. could 
eventuate from such a scheme. 
An instance of this is the 
folly of over capitalised Pier 
Street with its shops south 
of Queen Street. These shops, 
although new, are already an 
eyesore through disuse and 
vandalism. Already there are 
far teo many unoccupied 
shops in Altona proper—the 
reason?—the population just 
cannot support them. Both 
subdividers and council have 
big responsibilities in this re- 
gard in being alert to the 
problems which arise with de- 
velopmental schemes. This 
type of reasoning applies to 
the service .stations. 

Altona’s policy on matters 
should be well defined with 
sound objectives and sincere

Through the columns . of 
your paper would you kindly, 
allow me space to air my | 
objections to the recent grant- 
ing of a further two permits. 
for the erection of service sta- 
tions in Altona. 


I, as everybody else in the. 
community, expect otir coun- 
cillors to be rational thinking 
men. But in these-.cases, I 
do not think they have both- 
ered to investigate or find out 
how the 14 existing service sta- 
tions are managing. to carry 
om, as there is not enough 
available business to give 
sufficient return for the hours 
that have to be put in to this 
type of business. 


With this new permit gran: 
ted in Millers Road there will 
be 11 service station: from 
Geelong Road to the corner 
of Civic Parade and Millers 
Road—a distance of approxi- 
mately 3! miles—which is Just 
tidiculous. Of course our 
councillors may be. able to 
tell us of some other area 
where there are as many ser- 
vice stations in the same dis- 
tance (I doubt it), but even 
so it would be in.some densely 
populated area, or on a main 
highway. 


A service station requires a 
fair number of his customers 
to give proper service, as you 
increase the number of ser- 
vice stations, ‘a lesser service 
will be given at each station: 

Altona is different to most- 
other suburbs because it is 
more or less an end in itself. 
There is little or no passing 
trade. Most of our residents 
with cars leave the town of 
a morning and return at night 
and a big percentage of them 
have their cars serviced at 
garages adjacent to their places 
of employment, as this can 
be done whilst they are at 
work. 

Therefore? if the “cotindillots 
base the number of stations 
to .the population I do not 
think they have considered 
this point. 


I think in this case the 
council could have called for 
an open discussion on the 
matter. When the council 
grants too many permits for 
new service stations, the one 
that’ .benefits most is the 
owners of the land, who wish 
fo ‘sell it at a very high price. 

The oil companies do not 
lose, as when they lease the 
Station to a person and, he 
goes broke, they just lease it 
to somebody else. 

Other couneils have realised 
this and have stopped grant- 
ing permits for this and other 
reasons. The way the council 
is going along granting per- 
mits I do not think any of 
the businesses will be able to 
do the community justice. 

I could suggest to our coun- 
cillors that we have half a 
dozen councils but they would 
naturally say it is ridiculous 
{I agree) because they know 
what they are talking about. 
2 also think too many Ser- 
vice stations are ridicuious be- 
cause I think I know what I 
am talking about. . 

Hoping that -if our council- 
lors agree with this it’ will 
not be too late to take some 
steps in the matter. Also I 
think they have a responsibil- 
ity to people already in busi- 
ness. 

Otherwise if any ‘of our 
councillors considers that we 
are on a real good wicket, I 
will willingly sell them my 
lease and stock and equipment 
at a reasonable figure.

The rural aspect of Altona 
disappeared in the 80’s, when 
the “Altona and Laverton Bay 
Freehold and Investment Co.” 
embarked on a land selling 
scheme and built the railway 
from the then “Williamstown 
Racecourse to the Altona 
‘Beach ‘station situated at.Lily 
Street (now Grieve Highway). 
The first train to Altona from 
Spencer Street ran on Novem- 
ber 9, 1888. The Altona Pier 
was built by the same com- 
pany about -this time to boost 
their land sales, and compete 
against the eastern beaches 
of St. Kilda and Brighton. 

The name “ALTONA” ap- 
pears On a map for the first 
time in 1861, and the only in- 
formation to hand as to how 
it got its name was that a 
German named Taegtow who 
lived in Williamstown about 
this period, and who came 
from Altona in-Germany, and 
felt convinced. that there was 
coal here, often referred to 
this area as Altona. In 1881 
he was instrumental in form- 
ing the Williamstown (Taeg- 
tew) Coal Prospecting Co., but 
the company went into liquida- 
tion in 1884. 

In 1890-91 J. H. Hosie 
(Hosies Hotel,. Melbourne) 
sank the first deep shaft and 
discovered coal, but the shaft

We must go back again and 
summarise some ‘more history 
to bring us back to the pres- 
ent day. - 

In! the middle of the last 
century the ‘Crown had this 
area, surveyed and Altona as 
we know it today was divided 
into two parishes, namely 
Truganina and Cut Paw Paw.: 
On October 14, 1852, the area 
was {included in a district 
which later became the Shire 
of '!Wyndham which was 
changed to Werribee in 1909. 
Ridings -were created in 1912 
and in 1928 the fifth Riding, 
“Altona Riding,” was formed. 
Altona Riding severed from 
Werribee Shire and’ was crea- 
ted a Shire in its own right 
on February 26, 1957. and pro- 
claimed on May 29 of that 
year, 


Altona Shire’s first president 
was lGeorge Henry Ransom, 
who !was.elected at the first 
council meeting on June 5, 
1957. 

The Shire covers an. area 
of 15 square miles. It has no 
Ridings and its nine council- 
lors ‘represent all. the people 
as &-whole, and uses all its 
monies to the best advantage 
over ,the whole Shire.
